I  beg  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary 
jondition  of  the  Port  of  Mai  don  during  1954. 

Qn  1st  March  1954  I  replaced  Dr.  loan  MacKenzie  who  was 
icting  as  Port  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  notifications  of  Infectious 

Diseases. 


A  number  of  boats  were  inspected  both  at  Maldon  and  at 
anchor  off  Stansgate.  Conditions  wore  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  tho  year  a  number  of  boats  used  Stansgate  for  laying  up  purposes 
and  a  closer  supervision  of  the  landing  of  the  crews  appears  desirable. 

The  condition  of  the  Oyster  Pits  at  West  Morsea  have  again 
required  attention  and,  although  a  very  large  number  of  authorities 
appear  to  be  interested  in  proceedings,  no  concrete  steps  have  yet 
been  taken  to  deal  with  the  pollution  of  the  pits  which  is  thought 
to  arise  from  their  proximity  to  houseboats.  These  houseboats  are 
exempt  from  control  under  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  195S  and  for 
this  reason  there  appears  to  be  little  prospect  of  improving  the 
sanitation  for  the  present.
